Handsome Silver Service to Be Presented 
to the U. S. Battleship Mississippi. 


HE silver service of the United States 
battleship Mississippi consists of 63 
pieces, will weigh approximately more than 
2,400 ounces and will cost $7,200. The prin- 
cipal piece in the service is a_ beautiful 
punch bowl, the design of which is shown 
on the front cover, which will have a ca- 
pacity of about 45 pints, and will weigh 
about 350 ounces. The handles or orna- 
ments at the side are beautiful figures in 
full modeled relief of Victory holding in 
her outstretched hands a laurel wreath. 
The decoration of the obverse is the pres 
ent U. S. S. Mississippi surmounted by the 
American eagle, and below it is the name 
of the ship and the seal of the Navy De- 
partment. Above the scene will be the 
magnolia, the State flower, and the cotton 





the bottom, with the magnolia and cotton 
boll on the outside. 

The punch ladle will have the seal of 
the Navy Department and the head of 
George Washington in relief at the end of 
the handle, with the name of the vessel 
gracefully arranged along the handle. 

The next piece of importance is the 
centerpiece for fruit or flowers, a massive 
piece of silver with the conventional dol 
phin handles and the American eagle on the 
and reverse; also the magnolia 
and the cotton boll. Upon the obverse 
will be the scene 1epresenting “Beauvoir,” 
and below it a picture of its owner; on the 
reverse will be a picture representing the 
old State Capitol building at Jackson, and 
Hernando de Soto, the discoverer of the 
Mississippi. 

Other pieces are the large 
for the silver tea service, the tea set,

boll, one of the States principal products. 
Upon the reverse will be a picture of the 
old U. S. S. Mississippi, which was built at 
the Philadelphia Navy Yard and launched 
May 5, 1841. This ship was destroyed 
Port Hudson on the Mississippi River. An 
interesting feature in this connection is the 
fact that this silver service has been pur 


chased largely by subscriptions collected 
by Mrs Eunice Miller Lockwood, the 
daughter of Lieut. Miller, who com- 


manded the Confederate batteries which 
destroyed this vessel.

He said that a 
citizen of that city recovered the mask from 
a pile of junk, after it had been thrown 
away and a junk dealer was hauling it 
awry from the city hall, in which it was 
kept. That the mask then remained in the 
home of that man from 1860 to 1890, and 
that many people of that city to-day per- 
haps remember seeing it while it was in that

of Atlanta, in whose possession it was 
found and who was not aware that it was 
being sought 

lhe discovery of the whereabouts of the 
mask was brought about by Captain Raoul 
himself, who, after reading a newspaper 
dispatch from New Orleans, saying that a 
lady there knew of the whereabouts of the 
mask, and hoped to soon recover it for the 
city, then wrote to the Mayor of New 
Orleans saying he had it in his possession. 

The mask was made by Dr. Antommarchi 
himself, who was at the bedside of Napo 
leon when he died. He made the mask of 
plaster of paris, and from it, it is said, only 
four bronze casts were made. One of these 
is said to be in the French Government 
Mint, one in a museum in Paris, and the 
third was the one presented to New Or- 
leans in 1834, and which is perhaps the 
only one in the United States, and certain- 
ly the only one in private hands until re- 
turned to New Orleans by Captain Raoul. 
It is claimed Antommarchi retained 
the fourth, and carried it with him when 
on a trip into Mexico, and there lost it. 

The mask is in fine state of preservation, 
the lettering clear, and shows that it has 
been well taken care of. 

The cast bears the following inscription 
On the front of the bed: “Le Dr. Anto 
marchi a la ville de la N’elle Orleans, 
Novbre 1834”; on the right side of the 
cast below the bedline appears: “Dr. F. 
Antommarchi”; on the left side below the

The slides 
and tassels on black velvet give a pleasing 
touch to a costume, and the long drop ear- 
rings, lockets and bracelets are equally 
fetching.

Crosses of stones are still among the 
most popular in this line of goods. Solid 
settings of square amethysts take the lead, 
and for rosaries nothing is more univer- 
sally sought then the amethyst beads.

Henri Lemoine, the ‘“‘Diamond Maker,’’ 
Who Has a Ten Years’ Sentence to 
Serve, Found in Paris. 

A special cable dispatch to the New York 
Sun from Paris, April 14, stated that Henri 
Lemoine, the “diamond maker,” was ar- 
rested there that day (Wednesday). He 
is the man who created a sensation last 
Summer by pretending that he could make 

diamonds in an electric furnace. 

After he had deceived a good many per- 
sons he was arrested in Paris on complaint 
of Julius Wernher, the English diamond 
magnate, who had advanced him a large 
sum of money, believing in the genuineness 
of his process. 

Lemoine brazened it out so well that 
finally the magistrate who had his case in 
charge released him in order to give him a 
chance to show that he really could make 
the gems. By various pretenses he post- 
poned the test until the magistrate’s patience 
was exhausted, and then he disappeared. 

That was on June 17. The indulgent 
magistrate lost his place and Lemoine was 
tried in default and sentenced to 10 years 
in prison. Since then reports have been 
received that he was in Italy, in Turkey 
and other places, but he managed to evade 
justice until to-day, 

Lemoine reached Paris, last Friday, April 
9, his only disguise being the removal of 
his noticeable beard. The police learned 
of his arrival, April 13, and two detectives 
were assigned to find him. They learned 
that he intended to visit his ex-secretary

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Retail Jewelers of New Jersey Meet at Trenton, Form a 
State Association and Elect Officers. 














Trenton, N. J., April 15.—Despite the 
heavy rain storm of the past two days the 
meeting of the retail jewelers of the State 
of New Jersey, which was held in this 
city yesterday for the purpose of organ- 
izing a State association, proved to be very 
successful and resulted in the formation of 
an association with a most enthusiastic 
membership, Officered by men who will 
be on the alert to serve the best interests 
of the retail jewelers, the new organization 
promises to expand rapidly and take a 
proper place among other State organiza- 
tions. Those in attendance realized strongly 
the necessity of co-operation, and were 
anxious that the State of New Jersey be 
counted among the States which have 
formed such associations. After the offi- 
cers were elected the association decided 
to affiliate with the national organization. 

Notices calling yesterday's meeting were 
sent out some time ago by S. Callison, sec- 


retary of the American National Retail 
Jewelers’ Association, and in_ response 
thereto jewelers from different parts of 


New Jersey were on hand at the Trenton 
House, where they were greeted by Presi- 
dent Archibald of the National Association, 
and directed to the assembly room. 

The meeting was called to order at 2.15 
p. M. by Mr. Archibald, who outlined the 
object of the gathering. He pointed out 
the need of a State organization in New 
Jersey and asked that a temporary secie- 
tary be appointed. Alexander Trapp was 
chosen, 

Mr. Archibald then spoke at some length, 
discussing thoroughly the objects to be 
attained by a State association and the 
results which have followed the formation 
of other State associations, He also spoke 
of the work of the national organization. 
In his opening remarks he called attention 
to the fact that circulars had been sent out 
to the retail jewelers throughout New Jer- 
sey, placing before them what has been 
done and what is being done by other 
States, and pointing out the objects to be 
accomplished by united effort. He said 
that he had been traveling throughout the 
west and that there he found everybody 
enthusiastic over the results already ac- 
complished by the different State societies. 

He spoke of several State societies, men- 
tioning Pennsylvania as one of the strong- 
est associations in the national organiza- 
tion. He said that Pennsylvania started 
with a membership of 17 four years ago, 
and that now 8&5 per cent. of the retail jew- 
elers are to be found in the association, 
which includes most of the largest retail 
houses in the State. He told the New 
Jersey jewelers that they should not be 
discouraged because there was not a large 
attendance, and pointed out that when the 
Pennsylvania society first started none of 
the large jewelers were included in the 
organization. He said that until yesterday 
33 State organizations had been formed, 
and that a message received from Denver, 
Colo., yesterday, stated that an enthusiastic 
meeting of organization had been held 
there, so, with New Jersey, 36 States are 





now organized. Mr. Archibald spoke at 
some length upon the organization of the 
New York State retail jewelers and the 
rapid growth which this organization is 
showing. He said that there 
eight more States to be organized, and that 
the work was being rapidly carried on. 

In speaking of the enthusiasm shown by 
the western retailers the speaker said that 
a western man goes 300 miles to attend a 
meeting and stays several days, and that 
while the easterners were not quite that 
enthusiastic, yet all over the country the 
spirit of enthusiasm and interest in the 
movement is strong. He told the New 
Jersey jewelers that he had received cards

from many dealers throughout the State 
who said they would surely come to the 
meeting, but because of the inclemency of 
the weather had doubtless been kept away. 

The speaker cited several instances illus- 
trating the value of a State organization 
and pointed out what had already been 
accomplished by the national association 
in getting restricted prices on watches and 
other articles. He pointed out that the 
national organization was in no sense a 
trade union, but rather an association in 
a class with those of the lawyers, teachers, 
doctors, etc., and that the object of the 
association was for the uplifting of the 
retail jewelers in this country. 

He complimented the jewelers on their 
standing as business men throughout the 
country, and said that he had learned that 
in Trenton there was a spirit of good fel- 
lowship among the retail jewelers. He 
pointed out that in 50 of the large cities 
the jewelers are on the boards of direc- 
tors of banks and hold other impor- 
tant positions. In speaking of the financial 
standing of the retail jewelers he said that 
it was not what the jewelers buy, but what 





they pay for that establishes their rating. 
He said that there were many objects which 
the associations have in view, and on which 
he would not take time to dwell, but he 
assured the New Jersey jewelers that the 
national organization would help them in 
every way. He said that a number of 
large watch concerns had pledged them- 
selves to sell only to the retail jewelers, 
and that manufacturers in other lines will 
also be consulted in regard to the matter. 
He pointed out that the association had 
created a much better feeling among retail 
jewelers wherever organized, and that com- 
petitors belonging to the association have a 
higher respect for one another. Organiza- 
tion work, he said, had made better busi- 
ness men out of every man who came in 
contact with his brother merchants, and 
that with a unity of purpose in view greater 
things could be accomplished. 

Mr. Archibald then took up the matter 
of drafting a constitution for the New Jer- 
sey association, and showed a copy of the 
constitution of the Pennsylvania associa- 
tion, which had been used as a basis for 
those in several other States. He read 
several passages from the Pennsylvania by- 
laws and from the Pennsylvania constitu- 
tion, and then placed the matter before the 
meeting. After consideration of the draft 
the meeting voted to accept the constitu- 
tion and by-laws as its own, and then pro- 
ceeded to an election of officers, which re- 
sulted as follows: President, F. W. Rowe, 
Trenton; secretary, Thomas Trapp, Tren- 
ton; treasurer, I. D. Lyon, Morristown; 
first vice-president, H. L. Rickey, Trenton; 
second vice-president, John Harris, Tren- 
ton; third vice-president, Otto Roggen- 
kamp, Elizabeth; fourth vice-president, 
Fred Pfleger, Trenton, The office of fifth 
vice-president and two additional members 
of the executive committee were left va- 
cant and will be filled later. 

I. D. Lyon, Morristown, moved that the 
New Jersey association affiliate with the 
national organization and the motion was 
carried by a unanimous vote. It was also 
voted that the president and secretary be 
instructed to secure stationery and applica- 
tion blanks. John Harris was chosen as 
the State delegate to the national conven- 
tion, which will be held at Omaha, Nebr., 
Aug. 2 to 6, inclusive. 

It was voted to extend the thanks of the 
association to the hotel for the use of the 
assembly room, and to President Archibald 
for his work in organizing the State society. 

The newly elected officers then took 
charge of the meeting. President Rowe-in 
his opening remarks thanked the meeting 
for the honor bestowed upon him, saying 
he had never held such an office before, 
but would do his best. Mr. Rowe, who is 
an Englishman by birth, told of the organ- 
ization among the jewelers in his mother 
country and how it had prevented cutting 
of prices and “cut-throat” competition there. 
He could see no reason why the American 
could not accomplish the same 
thing here, and thought this movement the 
finest thing ever launched in the jewelry 
trade in New Jersey. Mr. Rowe asked the 
members for their support and co-operation, 
emphasizing the importance of getting to- 
gether in the work and hustling for new 
members. “It is necessary to get as many

grow and show our power to do good for 
the trade,” said the new State president. 
Competition and cutting of prices has been 
going on for years, he said, and has been 
going from bad to worse, and that now 
was the time to stop these abuses. He 
then spoke of the jeweler and his work,

the arts of the world. 

Short speeches were also made by the 
other officers and by several others present. 
It was decided to hold a semi-annual meet- 
ing during the “State Fair” week in Tren- 
ton. 

After the State association had adjourned 
the jewelers from Trenton held an in- 
formal meeting and decided to form a local 
club. A meeting will be held to-morrow. 


Encouraging Report as to the Condi- 
tions in the Diamond Market of 
Amsterdam. 

AMSTERDAM, April 5.—There is very little 
change in business conditions in this mar- 
ket since the last letter. Diamonds of all 
sizes are in demand, but large sizes par- 
ticularly find ready takers. Perfect goods 
are very scarce, and the customers who 
have come here from other countries as 
well as America have had to be satisfied 
with what they could find. Light brown 
ind “piques” in all sizes from quarters up- 
wards are marketable, and the prices run 
above anything that the cutters were able 

to obtain last year. 

Proofs of the healthy condition of the 
diamond market are to be found on every 
hand. The rough market in London is as 
firm as ever, and the Syndicate and Pre- 
mier people, as well as others, seem to be 
selling their goods as quickly as they can 
show them. Cutters again find it a favor 
to obtain “sights.” At present there are 
about only 100 cutters out of work, which 
is about one per cent. of the total, and 
most of those who are idle are men who 
are either unwilling or unable to work by rea- 
son of the rules of the A. N. D. B. (the union 
of the diamond workers). The factories em- 
ploying cutters of small stones are compelled 
to pay from 16 to 20 per cent. above the scale 
of wages. It seems to be the opinion of 
many here that prices of diamonds in all 
sizes and qualities are bound to go up, not 
for any artificial reasons, but simply owing 
to the conditions in the rough market, as 
well as with the diamond workers’ union, 
which indicate an increase in both factors 
entering into the manufacturing end. 

Among buyers who visited this market 
recently were: F. Jeanne, of W. S. Hedges 
& Co., and representatives of the following 
houses: Shiman Bros., Lambert Bros., 
Eichberg & Co., Oppenheim & Strauss, all 
of New York; M. Hahn & Co., Paris, and 
Abrahams & Cooper, Birmingham.

Illinois Senate Passes Bill Increasing 
Regulations of Pawnbrokers’ 
Business. 

Cuicaco, April 17.—The Illinois Senate 
has passed a bill increasing the regulations 
under which it will be permissible to con 
duct pawnshops in the State of Illinois. 
The bill amends the present law by re- 
quiring the pledgees to post conspicuously 
in their places of business a copy of that 
section of the present law which prohibits 
the taking of a greater rate of interest on 

loans than 3 per cent. a month. 


The act prohibits the receipt of pawns 
from minors, from intoxicated persons, 
from persons known to be thieves, or 
from persons who have been convicted of 
larceny. It allows the pawnbrokers until 
12 o’clock noon of each day to make their 
daily reports to the sheriff, the present act 
requiring such reports to be in by 10 a. M., 
and it requires, in addition, that in cities 
of over 25,000 inhabitants a report shall 
be made also to the chief of police. 

It provides that stolen goods discovered 
in a pawnshop shall be recoverable with- 
out payment to the pawnbroker and for- 
bids him to dispose of any article, even by 
redemption, within 24 hours after the re- 
ports have been made to the specified au- 
thorities. 

It prohibits the sale or disposal of any 
article left in pawn within a year from 
the time of default, except by the written 
permission of the person to whom the loan 
was made. 


Death of J. Henry Smith. 

[NpIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 19—After an 
illness of more than one year J. Henry 
Smith died at Tucson, Ariz., April 13, 
where he went several months ago, hoping 
to improve his health. He was 31 years 
old, and a widow and one child survive. 

Mr. Smith was for some time a resident 
of this city, being engaged in the watch 
and jewelry business in the Board of Trade 
building. Later he went to Greenfield, 
where he organized the J. Henry Smith 
Co., and engaged in the retail jewelry and 
optical business. Ill-health, that kept him 
away from his business, caused him to 
dispose of his interests and he went to 
Arizona. 

He was a member of the Knights of 
Pythias, belonging to both the Uniform 
Rank and the Knights of Khorassan.

Optometry Law Passed in Rhode Island 
and Goes Into Effect Jan. 1, 1910. 
PROVIDENCE, April 16.—The act defining 

and regulating the practice of optometry in 

this State was passed by the Senate to-day 
in concurrence with the action of the House 
of Representatives without a word of de- 
bate. The act was passed by the House 
on April 6, and the action of the Senate 
to-day makes it a law. Under its provisions 
the Governor shall, at this session of the 

General Assembly, with the advice and con 

sent of the Senate, appoint a board of 

examiners in optometry of five members. 

The act requires that this board shall be

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composed of residents of the State who 
have been actually engaged in the practice 
of optometry for at least five years next 
prior to their appointment. 

As yet the Governor has no idea who he 
will appoint as members of this board, no 
names having been suggested to him. In a 
few days, however, he anticipates that he 
will select the men to serve on the first 
board of optometrists for the State, The 
members of this board are appointed for 
terms of five years, except in the case of 
the first appointment. The Governor is 
given power to remove any member of the 
board for such cause as the chief executive 
and the Senate shall deem sufficient. 

Every person who desires to continue or 
commence the practice of optometry in this 
State after Jan. 1, 1910, will be required 
to give satisfactory evidence to the board 
that he or she is competent in optometry. 
No person not a holder of a certificate of 
registration shall, after Jan. 1 of next year, 
practice optometry in Rhode Island. Per- 
sons practicing this profession are required 
to be more than 21 years of age, of good 
moral character, and to have had a pre- 
liminary education equivalent to two years’ 
study in a public high school. 

Nothing in the act, however, is to be 
construed to apply to licensed physicians

Employe of S. B. Champlin Co. Arrested 
on Charge of Stealing Gold Scrap. 
Provipence, R. IL. April 16.—Arrested 

yesterday afternoon on a charge of the 

larceny of gold scrap and cuff links, valued 
at $984.66, from the S. B. Champlin Co., 

116 Chestnut St., Frederick M. Baker, 61 

years of age, was arraigned in the Sixth 

District Court, this morning, before Judge 

Howard Gorham. He pleaded not guilty 

and was held in $1,000 bail for trial April 23. 
Baker had been employed in the manu- 

facturing jewelry establishment of the com 

pany for the past 12 years, and during all 
that time has been a trusted employe. As 
an expert he has received the best kind of 
work and received good pay. When taken 
into custody by Inspector Monahan, of 
headquarters, and Detective Goldowsky, of 
the Jewelers’. Protective Association, as he 
was leaving the Champlin Co.’s shop, last 
evening. Baker had in his pockets a quan- 
tity of the gold scraps and filings, as well 
as two boxes of links. Monahan and Gol- 
dowsky have been on his trail for fully two 
months, but it was not until yesterday that 
they decided to take him in charge and see 
whether or not he was,the man they wanted. 

When taken back to the office of the 

Champlin Co. by the officers, Baker, closely 

questioned, admitted that he had taken 

probably $200 or $300 worth of scraps and 
filings. Later, to Chief Horton, he in- 
creased this amount, saying he might have 
stolen $400 or $500 worth during the last 
The inspectors Say, however, 








year or so. 
that they have evidence to show that Baker 
himself obtained $984.66 as his share of the 
refining of the gold. As the refiners to 
whom he sold the stuff take their profit in 
addition, it is said the value of the metal 
stolen was nearly double what Baker got 
for himself in cash. 

The inspectors say they have a complete 
record, showing that Baker visited re- 
fineries 56 times, commencing Dec. 31, 1906. 

Baker is a finisher in the jewelry business 
and has been earning $18 per week. While 
working on other cases of a similar charac- 
ter during the past Winter, Inspector 
Monahan and Detective Goldowsky got 
track of a man who had been carrying con- 
siderable gold scrap to the refineries. At 
different times since then they have worked 
on the case, but it was not until recently 
that they got anything definite in the 
matter. 





While riding in a street car, recently, 
James Washburn, a well-known jeweler of 
Anderson, Ind., recognized a ring which at 
one time belonged to him, and was not yet 
paid for, on the hand of a fellow passenger 
The jeweler filed papers for the recovery 
of the ring, which contains a diamond 
weighing one carat and a quarter. The ring 
came into the possession of the present 
owner after having passed through the 
hands of several other parties. The where- 
abouts of the man who originally purchased 
it from the jeweler on the instalment plan 
and failed to pay for it is unknown. The 
ring has been turned over to the jeweler, 
who put up a bond of $400 until the prop- 
erty is proven in court to rightfully belong 
to him.

were stolen. Many persons heard the 
crash and saw a negro thrust his arm 
through the broken window and grasp a 
tray, but before they could do anything he 
ran across the street, vaulted over a high 
board fence and disappeared. 

Mr. Derleth and three of his clerks were 
in the store. They saw the black hand of 
the negro’grasp the tray. They ran out 
and pursued him as far as the board fence. 
Police were quickly on the ground and took 
up the search, but no clew to the identity 
of the thief has been obtained. 

There were 12 rings in the tray, ranging 
in value from $100 to $400. One was jostled 
off when the negro snatched the tray. Two 
were found the next day where the negro 
had dropped them in vaulting over the 
board fence. They were worth $140 each. 
The net loss of Mr. Derleth is therefore 
$1,720. Burglar insurance was carried, but 
Mr. Derleth will be unable to coilect for his 
loss for the reason that a clause in his poli- 
cies stipulates that all gems shall be taken 
out of the show windows before dark. 

The brick used was sewed in a piece of 
carpet and had evidently been used as a 
weight to hold a door open. The robbery 
was one of the boldest committed in St. 
Louis or East St. Louis in a long time.

Supreme Court Grants Government Writ 
for Review of Decision in Leeds 
Pearl Case. 

WaAsHINGTON, April 19.—-The United 
States Supreme Court to-day granted the 
petition of the Government for the writ of 
certiorari to review the decision of the 
lower courts in holding the pearls com- 
posing a necklace purchased in Paris by 
Mrs. William B. Leeds to be dutiable at 
but 10 per cent. The case has been in the 
courts several years, and was won hy the 
importer, B. Citroen, in the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 

The necklace is composed of 37 pearls, 
and Mrs. Leeds agreed to pay $340,000 for 
it in’ America. lo avoid the duty of 60 
per cent. the pearls were unstrung and im- 
ported in that form under a duty of 10 per 
cent. They were passed under that classifi- 
cation by the appraiser at New York, but 
the collector later reliquidated the entry at 
60 per cent, duty. 

The Board of General Appraisers, how- 
ever, reversed the collector, only to be re- 
versed by the Circuit Court, and the Court 
of Appeals in turn again reversed the case 
and affirmed the 10 per cent. rate. The 
Government then asked the Supreme Court 
to review the case, which the court to-day 
granted.

A bill has been introduced by Mr. Dick 
providing that bronze medals of honor shall 
be given to the surviving soldiers who en- 
listed under the first call of President 
Lincoln for 75,000 troops. 

Mr. Hayburn has introduced a bill to the 
Senate providing for the collection of a 
license tax on display signs or advertise- 
ments of merchandise. This bill provides 
for the annual license of two cents per 
square foot on all advertisements, to be 
paid on or before the first of May of each 
vear. In ascertaining the amount of tax 
to be paid the entire surface of the thing, 
whether it be buildings, wood, paper, cloth 
or other material, upon which the adver- 
tisement would appear, would be measured 
and the contents would be the basis of the 
license.

The dealer need not now fear having 
a loose stone drop or snap out of the 
tweezers, as sometimes occurs. As it is 
especially designed and formed similar to 
the shape of a bayonet, this improved shape 
can be readily appreciated, as it permits 
any loose stone to be seen and examined 
to the best advantage, from all points of 
view.

WORKS: Providence and New York 
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A CABLE dispatch, last week, announc- 

ing the arrest ot Henri Lemoine, who 
was accused by Sir Julius Wernher of 
swindling him out of many thousand dol- 
lars with his pretended process of making 
diamonds, will be read with interest by the 
jewelry trade in general, and serves to 
again bring to public notice the serious con- 
sideration which the claims of this charlatan 
so long received by the daily press of the 
Continent, and even in America, practically 
up to the time that Lemoine declared his 
own guilt by running away. That these 
newspaper accounts had some effect upon 
the diamond market of Europe at the time 
is believed by the many people in the trade 
there, theugh we doubt whether many con- 
sumers in the United States were deterred 
from buying gems by reason of the stories 
of Lemoine and his work. However, if 
this swindler’s conviction, which took place 
by default after he ran away, holds good 
and he serves the sentence of 10 years’ 
imprisonment imposed upon him at that 
time, we think it will have a salutary effect 
in deterring future swindlers of his class 
from attempting to get money from the 
public on any schemes for “making” dia- 
monds. 

N publishing the 

paragraph covering 
watch movements in 
the proposed amended 
tariff bill sent to the Senate, last week, the 
wording of this paragraph (known as 189) 
as itappeared on pages 59 and 71 of the last 
issue of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR-WEEKLY 
did not exactly conform to the official text, 
inasmuch as the paragraph was printed as it 
was intended it should have appeared in 
the law, and contained one word which did 
not actually appear in the printed copy of 
the Senate bill. 

A typographical error in the first two 
lines of the Senate bill made the text read, 
“watch movements, whether imported in 
cases or not, if having more than seven 
jewels, 65 cents each.” This, we under- 
stand, was intended to read, “watch move- 
ments, whether imported in cases or not, 
if having not more than seven jewels, 65 
cents each,” and in this form it appeared in 
the last issue. 

That this was an inadvertent omission 
from the official text is to be seen from the 
fact that the paragraph contained this word 
when it passed the House, and, further- 
more, that the Senate bill as printed does 
not cover in any way watch movements of 
seven jewels or less, and for more than 
seven jewels provides two rates for each 
class enumerated. 

We understand the error has been called 
to the attention of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, and that it will be corrected at once, 
if this has not already been done by the 
time THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR-WEEKLY 
goes to press. 


An Error in the 
Watch Tariff.

arose in this case was decided practically 
for the first time. This decision gives much 
broader scope to these policies than the 
company contended existed, and gives pro- 
tection in “hold-ups” as well as actual bur- 
glary. 

Some time ago the jeweler, the plaintiff 
in this case, was visited in his store by 
daring robbers, who covered him with their 
revolvers, made him hand over the key of 
his safe, and then helped themselves to a 
large quantity of stock and escaped. The 
jeweler, who was insured against burglary 
in the Maryland Casualty Co., asked the 
latter to pay for his loss, which was be- 
tween $3,000 and $4,000. The company de- 
fended the action on the ground that the 
crime was not a burglary covered by the 
action, but a robbery, and that Mr. Kinney 
was a party to it, even if an unwilling one, 
in yielding up the key to the safe. The 
insurance company also set up the claim 
that the key used by the robbers was not 
a “tool” used in breaking in the safe, and 
therefore the policy did not cover the act. 

On the last point Judge Clarke made the 
attorneys submit briefs, and after consider- 
ing the case for a month decided that a 
key is a tool within the meaning of the law, 
and that the Maryland Casualty Co. was 
liable for the full amount sued for. 

Common sense would seem to have dic- 
tated such a decision, but we are glad to 
find that in this case the law is in accord 
with common sense.

the commercial 
failures for the first 
three months of the 
year is gratifying, showing as it does an 
enormous decrease in the failures, and par- 
ticularly in the amount of liabilities, as com- 
pared with the figures of the same time 
last year. According to Dun’s Review the 
commercial failures of the first quarter of 
this year were 3,850 and the liabilities 
amounted to $44,460,950, as compared with 
1,909 and liabilities of $75,706,191 a year 
ago. 

Almost equally good are the statistics of 
failure in jewelry lines for the first quar- 
ter as published by the same authority in 
the table of failures by branches of busi- 
ness, which shows a slight decrease in num- 
ber, but a very large decrease in amount of 
liabilities. According to this table there 
were 122 failures in the first three months 
of this year, with liabilities of $982,591, or 
an average of 8,054, as against 125 in the 
first three months of 1908, with liabilities 
of $2,474,735. According to the same table 
there were 70 failures in the first quarter 
of 1907, with liabilities of $650,734; 64 
failures in the first quarter of 1906, with

Pawnbrokerage shops of New York and 
Brooklyn were visited, last week, by po- 
licemen from the central office in quest of 
diamonds and jewelry which pawnbrokers 
were informed were the proceeds of a rob- 
bery in this city several days ago. The 
value of the gems is said to be about $5,000, 
but the name of the owner has not yet been 
disclosed. The list in the hands of the po- 
lice includes, among other articles, a dia- 


mond and pearl brooch with a large pearl , 


in the center surrounded by diamonds, and 
six pear-shaped pearls valued at $2,000, to- 
gether with a bag containing five and one- 
quarter carat diamonds, valued at $1,000. 

A recent protest by A. Kastor & Bro., of 
this city, in regard to the duty imposed by 
the Collector of the Port on penkniyes with 
pearl handles has been overruled by the 

30ard of United States General Appraisers. 
General Appraiser Fischer, who writes the 
decisions for the Board, says: “The evi- 
dence fails to show that the merchandise 
is commonly known as jewelry, and it is 
obvious that the articles are not toys. The 
only other claim is that under Par. 193. 
That paragraph provides only for such 
metal articles as are not specially provided 
for. An inspection of the exhibits clearly 
shows that they are serviceable as knives, 
and we find that they are in fact penknives 
and specially provided for under Par. 153.” 

The Attorney-General has advised the 
Treasury Department that no further pro- 
ceedings will be directed in the case of the 
Sullivan Machinery Co. against the United 
States, wh‘ch was recently decided by the 
United States Circuit Court, Southern Dis- 
trict, New York, adversely to the Govern- 
ment. Necessary steps looking to the re- 
fund of the duties collected in excess upon 
the merchandise have been authorized. 
The merchandise in suit consisted of cer- 
tain articles known indifferently as black 
diamonds, carbon or carbonade, and gen- 
erally embraced within the term “miners’ 
diamonds,” and duty was assessed thereon 
under Par. 435 of the Tariff Act at the rate 
of 10 per cent. ad valorem. The court sus- 
tained the protest of the importers that the 
merchandise was free of duty under Par. 
545 of the act. 

A petition in bankruptcy was filed re- 
cently against the American Art Metal Nov- 
elty Co., 304 E. 23d St., by these creditors: 
Edward J. Kornfeld, $1,265; Jacob J. Ja- 
coby, $108; Louis M. Meckler & Co., $46. 
The petition alleges that the company is in- 
solvent and made preferred payments. The 
concern was incorporated in May, 1902, 
with a capital stock of $2,000, which was 
afterwards increased to $20,000. In July 
last Edward J. Kornfeld bought an interest 
in the business and became president. The 
company made glass lamp shades. Judge 


Holt has appointed Thomas D. Hewitt re- 
ceiver of the assets, which are estimated at 
$5,000. In a communication which Mr. 
Kornfeld sent out to creditors he stated that 
he has been conducting a wholesale optical 
business at 110 E. 23d St., under the name 
of the Toric Optical Co. He says that 
during the month of July, 1908, he became 
interested in the American Art Metal Nov- 
elty Co., and that he became an endorser 
of promissory notes for this concern to the 
extent of $6,000, and he had invested cash 
in the concern and that the capital stock 
became worthless and the concern was 
forced into bankruptcy by creditors, and in 
view of this condition of affairs he became 
unable to provide for payment on the prom- 
isory notes. In order to provide for fur- 
ther capital to continue the optical business 
the optical concern was incorporated and 
Mr. Kornfeld sold his assets in that con- 
cern and received as compensation a certain 
amount of the capital stock of the corpora- 
tion, together with cash. He says that he 
hopes to be able to pay his creditors in full. 
\ meeting of the creditors will be held 
to-day at the office of F. G. Coldbaum, 346 
Broadway, to decide upon a method of 
payment. 

The 39th annual report of the trustees of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1908, has been issued 
and shows a strong growth in all the dif- 
ferent departments Of the museum.

Bill to Regulate Issuance of Copyrights to 
Patents to Foreigners. 
A BILL has been introduced into Congress 
by Representative Stephens, looking 
to the regulation of copyright registration 
or issuance of letters patent to citizens of 
foreign countries by the United States, pro- 
viding that before letters patent can be is- 
sued by the United States on any article, 
commodity, compound, device, mechanical 
appliance-or machine to be protected by 
patent, or before any article, musical com- 
position, musical instrument or device for 
reproducing miusic, or any work of litera- 
ture or art to be protected by copyright, 
to a citizen of any foreign country, the ap- 
plicant for the copyright or patent would 
pay to the United States the same fees 
and would subject himself to the same 
rules and regulations that are imposed by 
the country of, the applicant upon a citi- 
zen of the United States for securing pat- 
ents or copyrights or for manufacturing 
and selling the patented or copyrighted 
article in such foreign country. 

The failure on the part of the patentee 
to comply with this law would forfeit and 
cancel the copyright or letters patent. 

Citizens of foreign countries, having no 
copyright or patent laws, or those having 
such laws but not permitting copyrights or 
patents to be issued to Americans, would 
not be entitled to copyrights or patents in 
the United States.

which the deeper pallet is located, pro- 
vided the pallet arbor is above the ’scape- 
wheel arbor. The nut M is now screwed 
up until the three studs are felt to have 
a firm grip on the crutch, and then screwed 
about two divisions further. The reading 





of M is taken, the nut slackened and the 
tool removed from the crutch, after which 
the adjustment for beat is tried. If the 
same pallet is still too deep, the bending 
tool is applied as before, only it is screwed 
two divisions beyond its reading at the 
last application, and the adjustment for 
beat is again tried. If these two processes 
are alternated a sufficient number of times 
it is an absolutely sure thing that the clock 
will eventually be in beat. When the ad- 
justment is nearly completed it is a good 
plan to increase the micrometer reading 
only one division each time, as it is a very 
easy matter to overdo the bending. Also, 
if the crutch wire is much longer than 
from G to H, Fig. 2, care should be taken 
to apply the bending tool to the same part 
of the wire each time. 

One of the minor details about adjusting 
a clock is poising the wheels, If each of 
the wheels in a train has a heavy spot on 
one side there will be times when the heavy 
spots on all the wheels are all moving up 
at once, and if this occurs while the minute 
hand is also moving up, and the tempera- 
ture is low enough to partially congeal the 
oil, this combination of circumstances may 
cause the clock to stop, so by poising each 
wheel in the train, being more particular 
with the ’scape wheel, there will be elim- 
inated at least one factor that has a tend- 
ency to cause a stoppage. The wheels are 
poised by filing or scraping the inside of 
the rim at the heavy part. 

A pair of balancing ways is shown in 
Figs. 4, 5 and 6 that is used in poising 
clock wheels, but it can also be used for 
any small mechanism within its range, or 
for balancing emery wheels up to four 
inches diameter, The bed A is an iron 
casting, the bottom of which was first filed 
and scraped flat, after which it was clamped 
to the lathe face plate, its top surface ma- 
chined flat and the groove milled in which 
fits the tongue on the bottom of the sliding 
head B, which is a brass casting. B is 
clamped to the bed by means of the knurled 
head screw K tapped into the bottom of B. 
The fixed head is composed of two round 
brass rods, C C, which are cut half away 
at the top and the rectangular brass bar D 
is soft-soldered to them. The lower ends of 
C C are tapped, and are held in place by 
countersunk screws let up through the 
base, The tool steel straight-edges, E E, 
are screwed and doweled to the brass bars 
of their respective heads, and are beveled 
to get the working faces quite narrow.

of a wheel burnisher. The seat in M where 
the lens is to go is coated with gold size, 
which is allowed to stand until it partially 
hardens before burnishing it in the lens. 
This makes a tight joint against leakage 
of the alcohol with which the box is nearly 
filled through the screw hole at O. The 
underneath side of the head of screw O is 
also coated with gold size before finally 
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screwing home. The bottom of M is 
threaded externally, and is held in the base 
A by ring N, threaded internally and 
knurled on its lower edge. The head of O 
occupies a keyway in A which prevents M 
from turning when tightening N. 

An alternative construction for the slid- 
ing head B is shown in Fig. 7, which is 
not quite so neat in appearance, but has 
the merit of not requiring a milling attach- 
ment to make it. B is there finished per- 
fectly flat on the bottom, and has two pieces 
of sheet brass, S S, screwed to its sides,

The capacity of the tool can be increased

ing K a few turns instead of removing it 
altogether. 

While on the subject of poising train 
wheels, it might be well to consider the 
effect of an unbalanced minute hand. It 
is not customary to counterbalance the min- 
ute hand on a 12-inch dial, but if it was 
done the pendulum arc would be more 
nearly constant. In these particular clocks 
the minute hand weighs 3.1 grammes, and 
its center of gravity, G, Fig. 9, is 47 mm. 
from its center of motion. A circle of 
47 mm, radius has a circumference of 295 
mm., so by considering the weight of the 
hand as concentrated at its center of grav- 
ity we have 3.1 grammes traveling 295 
mm. per hour. The weight that drives the 
clock is eight pounds, or 3,629 grammes, 
and it falls 320 mm. per week, or 1.9 mm. 
per hour, The 3,629 grammes multiplied 
by 1.9 and divided by 295 give 234 
grammes as the amount of force delivered 
by the train at the point G if the hand was 
accurately counterbalanced and nothing was 
lost in friction of pivots and wheel teeth. 

Allowing 10 per cent. loss in friction, we 
have left 21.1 grammes net force at the 
point G as the effort of the train, which is 
alternately increased and decreased by 3.1 
grammes, the weight of the hand. That is, 
the mean driving force of the train has 
over 14 per cent. added to it or subtracted 
from it by the unbalanced minute hand, 
which causes the pendulum are to vary 
every half-hour from three degrees to 3% 
degrees each side of the center, or nearly 
eight per cent. above and below the mean 
arc. The maximum arc occurs at 20 min- 
utes past the hour, and the minimum at 10 
minutes of the hour, which shows that the 
effect of a variation in the train force is 
not immediately felt at the pendulum, for if 
it was the maxima and the minima would 
occur when the position of the hand was 
horizontal. 



















































If it is thought desirable to partially 
counterbalance the minute hand, it can 
easily be done without showing from the 
outside by simply boring holes in the two 
equal wheels in the dial motion, as shown 
in Fig. 9, to lighten both of them as much 
as possible on one side; but if this is done 
the square that takes the minute hand will 
have to be marked, and the two wheels 
assembled in such a manner that the light 
sides of both wheels will be at the top at 
the same time that the minute hand points to 
XII. In this way the heavy sides of both 
wheels will act as a partial counterweight, 
as they will both be moving up when the 
hand is moving down, and this scheme was 
in contemplation for the clocks in question, 
but it was abandoned when it was discov- 
ered that the unbalanced weight of the 
minute hand might possibly be utilized in 
another direction, 

These clocks have no maintaining power, 
and would therefore run backwards during 
winding and lose twice the time it took to 
wind them, And, furthermore, as_ the 
weight entirely disappears before it is wound 
clear up, the man doing the winding would 
naturally be a little slow about it, even if 
he counts the turns, so it is safe to say the 
clock will lose nearly a minute every time 
it is wound, As the unbalanced weight of 
the minute hand is such a large percentage 
of the driving force of the clock, it may be 
utilized as a maintaining power by winding 
the clock when the minute hand is near III 
on the dial, but this can only be done by 
reducing the back friction of the winding 
pawl against the ratchet until it amounts 
to considerably less than 3.1 grammes when 
figured out for the point G, Fig. 9. If this 
can be done, the weight of the minute hand 
will keep the clock moving if the pendulum 
is already swinging beyond its arc of escape, 
although the ’scape wheel gives practically 
no impulse to the pallets. 

The back friction can be lessened by 
bending the pawl spring away from the bar- 
rel, but if bent too much it will not throw 
the pawl in when directly under the barrel. 
A better way is to file the pawl spring to 
reduce its cross sectional area near its 
point of attachment to the great wheel, and 
thus weaken it at this point.

Astronomical Watch. 





(From the London Standard.) 


COVENTRY firm has produced an 
astronomical watch showing the vari- 
ous functions of the heavenly bodies. By 
its aid it is possible to tell what constella- 
tions are visible at any particular time and 
the relative positions of the sun and moon. 
It shows the ordinary time and strikes the 
hours and quarters in the same way as a 
clock. The time of sun rising and sun set- 
ting is set forth on one of the several dials. 
The advent of the seasons is also an- 
nounced, together with the tides. There are 
altogether seven dials, four being on one 
side and three on the other. The watch, 
being not more than 2% inches in diameter, 
is little larger than an ordinary timekeeper. 
Over four years have been occupied in its 
production, and the value set upon the 
watch is nearly £1,000.

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The Center of Percussion. 


(By E. James, Professor of Theory at the School 
of Horology, Geneva, Switzerland.) 
hy the chapter on the detached or the 
chronometer escapement we spoke of 
the center of percussion, which has elicited 
some questions which the writer is pleased 
to answer in the following article: 

Let us take a bar of steel of a uniform 
thickness, and let us strike with its extreme 
end upon an anvil, We will feel a dis- 
agreeable vibration in the fingers. Let us 
strike again with the same bar, this time 
holding it a little more forward, and the 
vibration is diminished. Finally, let us 
strike again in such a manner that the point

is situated two-thirds of the length of the 
bar which strikes the anvil. We will now 
no longer feel any vibration in the fingers, 
and hence we have reached the center of 
percussion. Let us take the same bar and 
suspend it by its extremity, allowing it to 
vibrate, and let us assume that it needs one 
second to accomplish a vibration. 

Now let us cause to vibrate alongside a 
simple pendulum—that is to say, a_ silk 
thread at the end of which is a ball of

metal of such proportion that the length of 
this pendulum will be about two-thirds of 
the length of the metal bar. We assume 
that the vibration of both are performed 
in the same time. The bar of steel and the 
simple pendulum vibrate simultaneously. 

Let us take again the bar of steel and 
drill a hole at a point two-thirds of its 
length. Let it vibrate when suspended from 
this point. We see that the duration of its 
vibration is again the same. The point of 
percussion is then also the center of oscil- 
lation. (See Fig. 1.) 

Let us now see the application of this 
principle in horology. In the detached or 
chronometer escapement it is essential that 
the locking be placed at the center of per- 
cussion, without which the locking spring 
would rebound and the escape wheel would 
unlock. The most convenient position for 
the locking stone is the rest on the ruby 


extended downward, and the detent should 
have such form as will coincide most nearly 
with the center of percussion, or which re- 
turns at the same time with the center of 
oscillation. 

Before constructing a number of chro- 
nometers, a large model of a detent should 
be made, counting the vibration and calcu- 
lating the length of a simple pendulum, 
beating the same number of vibrations,

This length should coincide with the point 
of the locking. If it does not coincide the 
shape should be modified till this result has 
been reached, Success will finaily be reached 
to equal the proportion found in the model. 

But this procedure is difficult to apply 
practically; it is easier to cause the detent 
to vibrate in shifting a small staff of steel 
pointed until the place has been found 
where the detent will not rebound. If this 
point does not coincide with the locking 
point the form of the detent has to be modi- 
fied, to bring about the center of percussion 
at this point, 

In order to impart to a hammer the

greatest force of which it is capable, it is 
necessary that the center of percussion be 
located in the mass which delivers the blow. 
It is well to have the handle properly pro- 
portioned. This may be done by means of 
a steel shank of the proper thickness. (See 
Fig. 2.) 

A watchmaker’s small hammer may be 
fitted with a handle of such force that 
it has to be used with caution. For the 
hammer of repeating watches the center of

percussion is of much importance to the 
point of striking the hour. If the center 
of percussion is not placed correctly in re- 
lation to the bell, its sound will not be clear. 

It is mecessary that the part near the 
point of the pivots be light and thin, while 
the whole mass of the hammer should be 
concentrated near that part which strikes 
the bell, The ancient horologists knew 
this principle well, and this fact is recog- 
nized in examining ancient repeating 
watches, where the form of the hammer is 
sometimes very complex. (See Fig. 3.) 
Here is shown plainly the fact that the 
whole mass of the hammer was concen- 
trated near the bell. 

In Fig. 4 is shown a hammer of a modern 
repeater correctly constructed.

Milwaukee’s Public Clocks. 





HE matter of the installation of pub- 
lic clocks seems tu be of especial in- 
terest to Milwaukee jewelers, owing to the 
fact that several such timepieces are lo- 
cated in the heart of the downtown sec- 
tion. The two largest are “Big Ben,” the 
great clock in the city hall tower, and the 
venerable timepiece in the tower of the 
Chamber of Commerce. Both can be 
heard distinctly within a radius of many 
blocks, and serve as a great convenience 
to the general public. Milwaukee jewelers 
believe that these public clocks have had 
an effect upon the sale of watches and 
clocks, an effect which has been 'for the 
best interests and advantages of the jew- 
elers themselves. It seems to be the gen- 
eral opinion among jewelers that the pub- 
lic clocks have increasel the interest of 
people in the question of accurate time- 
keeping. and that without a doubt the 
jeweler’s business in repairing and adjust- 
ing watches has been increased material'y. 
Several jewelers also believe that the sale 
of watches has actually been strengthened 
and that possibly the demand for clocks 
may also have been increased by the con- 
stant tolling of the big tower clocks call- 
ing people’s attention to the matter of time 
and to the necéssity of individual ownership 
of timepieces of some kind. 

“T am sure that Milwaukee would not 
want to be without her tower clocks,” 
said Adam Bloedel, 127 Grand Ave., “and 
I am positive that they do not hurt the 
watch and clock business in the jewelry 
field.” 

“IT would be inclined to say that the 
tower.clocks would not affect the jewelry 
business at all,’ said W. H. Upmeyer, of 
the Bunde & Upmeyer Co. “If at all, I 
should say that they would stimulate sales 
and increase the repair business.” 

Good Market for American Timepieces and 
Jewelry in Canada. 


ONSUL H. D. VAN SANT advises 

that after keen competition in bids 

on a contract for installing the clock and 

bell in the new dome on the City Hall of 

Kingston, Ont., the order was finally placed 

with a leading American company of New 
York.

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Suggestions for Arranging a Prosperity Window Display. 


Written expressly for The Jewelers’ Circular-Weekly 


























VERY smile is said to help a sale for 
some one. Every throb of renewed 
confidence adds a little to the commercial 
activities of our great country. This is spe- 
cially true when times are troublous; then 
prosperity builders are in greatest demand. 
The dealer who is foremost in the ranks of 
reconstructionists is sure to attract favor- 
able notice. People warm toward the brave 
spirit that holds out the glad hand and gives 
them renewed courage. At such a time try 
a series of prosperity windows. 

Local conditions, of course, control the 
exact direction which these efforts at confi- 
dence building should take. The following 
examples are merely suggestive of the one 
central object, to keep all the encouraging 
industrial news before the people in the 
most impressive form. 

We will say that a factory which has 
been running little or none of the time re- 
sumes in part its usual operations. Mention 
the fact in the morning paper in the adver- 
tising space and close with a general invi- 
tation to come down and see the fact illus- 
trated in “our prosperity window.” 

With a sheet of tin and a pair of tinner’s 
shears make as nearly as possible an imi- 
tation of the factory, its doors wide open 
and its chimneys belching out smoke. Then 
outline the design with rows of open-faced 
watches and fill in with windings and fes- 
toons of chains or necklaces. A bit of ap- 
propriately colored cotton fluffed out may 
be made to represent the smoke 

Near the top of the window, over the de- 
sign hang the placard: 

“The Blank Co. are running full 
now. Do you know what time it is? 
watches always tell you correctly.” 

The wording may be changed to suit the 
occasion. It should tell briefly and point 
edly some bit of cheering industrial news 
and if it can be made to refer in some way 
to the goods used in the display so much 
the better. An effective material for cover- 
ing the letters can be made by gilding the

metal caps used in putting on_paper roofing, 


material. Enough of these can be obtained 
for a few cents ta more than cover all the 
letters permissible in one display. 

““" To give life to this display & wheel may 
be set under the window platform, the peri- 
meter just coming to the surface at a point 


in front of the factory. This may be re- 
volved slowly by any convenient motor 
power set below, out of sight. Fasten fig- 
ures of tiny workmen along the rim, each 
pivoted on its support so that it will hang 
perpendicular to the plane of the window 
platform, whatever the position of the 
wheel. As the latter slowly revolves it 
will give the impression of a procession of 
workmen passing continuously by the open 
door. 

Some striking fact may here be appro- 
priately represented, as: 

“One thousand five hundred men are 
now at work here. When you have watched 
the procession for one hour you will have 
seen them all.” 

The idea, of course, is to impress people 
with the awakening activities of the place. 
It puts them in better humor and makes 
them feel more like indulging in ornament 
and luxury. If a new bit of commercial 
news can be put up every few days the 
prosperity window will gradually acquire a 
permanent value and be watched with 
growing interest. The wheel need not be 
changed. Just shift the design and change 
the lettering as some other local factory 
starts or gets a big order. In the latter 
case it might be well, instead of displaying 
a row of the people employed, to set the 
factory design back enough to bring the re- 
volving wheel to the surface just outside 
the factory door; then substitute miniature 
cars for the workmen and give a graphic 
illustration of the number of cars it would 
take to ship the order. 

It is not even necessary to confine these 
bits of cheering industrial news to local in- 
dustries. The brightening of any commer- 
cial outlook, the starting of a big factory 
anywhere, the big order, the movement of 
big crops; anything that has a direct influ 
ence upon the buying abilities of the country 
or of some important community in it may 
be illustrated to good advantage. Keep 
your town posted, through the prosperity 
window, on its own brightening prospects, 
but do not hesitate to present anything that 
will give an enlarging faith in the revival 
of human activities. There is never a time 
that something is not happening which, tak- 
en by itself, carries a ray of industrial sun- 
light with it, but there is a tendency, when 


the public heart is drooping a little, to no- 
tice only those things which depress, the 
factories whicn are closing or cutting down. 

The prosperity window should be made 
to correct this tendency by keeping the 
busy side of life, the constructive idea, be- 
fore the public eye as much as possible. It 
still permits enough change of design and 
offers ample opportunity for originality in 
window dressing, and this constant optimis- 
tic spirit is sure to become contagious with 
someone. Make the window the recognized 
headquarters for industrial news of this 
sort. Even the pessimist will secretly en- 
joy your facts, though he may rail at your 
conclusions. The more hopeful people, who 
are bravely struggling to see a more hope- 
ful phase of things commercial, will soon 
learn to depend upon the window for the 
best of it and will feel a glow of friendship 
for the man who tries to make the indus- 
trial world a pleasanter place to live in. 

Occasionally, to make the change from 
one factory representation to another more 
striking, a few days interval may be filled 
in with a representation of the purchasing 
power of the new crop, or something of that 
nature. It is not necessary that it be the 
largest crop of its kind on record if it is 
expressed in suggestive comparison that 
makes it seem great. So many million 
bushels of wheat, for instance, would seem 
just the same to the majority of people if 
it was cut in half, so long as it was only 
given to them in the form of figures. Few 
people appreciate quantity unless it is ex- 
pressed in terms they have had personal 
experience with or is placed in compari- 
son with something they have seen. They 
might be told that the present wheat crop 
was worth so many million of dollars with- 
out being impressed or specially cheered by 
the fact. 

If it was only worth half that much and 
they were shown in the prosperity window 
a model of some public building they were 
familiar with and were told that this could 
be constructed out of silver dollars repre- 
sented by the wheat crop or that they: must 
watch a procession of cars passing before 
them in the window so many hours before 
this crop could be drawn past them, they 
would be astonished and their confidence in 
the salvation of the country greatly in- 
creased. 

The success of the prosperity window and 
the kindred newspaper advertising that goes 
with it depends upon the advertiser remem- 
bering two things and acting up to them: 

1. That there is always something worth 
while being done in this world, no matter 
how close the times and always plenty of

people who will overlook it unless they are 
shown. 

2. That it is always worth while to keep 
people cheered up with a record of the 
world’s industrial activities, with the opti- 
mistic side of life, and that the more meager 
this field is, the more essential it is that the 
advertiser hunt out the best there is in it 
and present it in the most unique and strik- 
ing manner.

No Man, No Matter How High Up, Really 
His Own Boss. 


(From the New York Sun.) 
“ou impatient nephew,” said Uncle 
Bill, “says that what he wants is 
to be his own boss; he’s tired of working 
for other people. He’s tired of hearing the 
boss where he works say to him: ‘Here, 
Jim, do this,’ or ‘Do that,’ or ‘Hurry up 
now, or ‘Get a move on,’ or ‘What’s the 
matter with you? Don’t go to sleep!’ 
“It makes him tired, Jim says, to be 
bossed around, and he wants to be his 


own boss. 


“Poor Jim! He doesn’t know that no- 
body ever is his own boss in the sense that 
he means, so that he can’t be ordered 
around. Never was a greater delusion. 
Lots of people think that if they can get 
one step up, or get a business of their own, 
why, then they'd be free, be their own 
boss; but, goodness gracious! no man in 
the world ever gets so high up but what 
somebody or something 





he still has a boss 
over him, 

“Why, the earth itself that we live on, 
I tell Jim, has a boss in the rest of the 
universe. Suppose the earth should some 
day get tired of being bossed around, the 
way Jim does, and say to itself: 

“I’m sick of this turning around every 
day, just so, every 24 hours, and following 
the same great circle besides year after 
year, I’m sick of having to do this same 
<old grind day after day and year after year, 


being bossed around like this, and !’m go- 
ing to be my own boss.’ 

“Suppose some day the impatient earth 
should try this—should try setting up on 
its own account, Why, in about one minute 
and three-quarters the whole business would 
surely be going to everlasting eternal 
smash, and us along with it. The fact is that 
there isn’t anything or anybody but what 
has something or somebody over it or him. 
We can’t, any of us, be our own boss in the 
sense that Jim is thinking of—free to do 
what we like. 

“You take, for instance, Jim’s boss, Jim 
seems to have an idea that his boss can do 
what he’s a mind to; that he’s the head of 
the whole outfit and free to do as he 
pleases; but, heavens and earth! if Jim’s 
boss has got the gumption I give him credit 
for he’s got a hundred bosses—a boss in

every customer that comes into the store. 
If Jim’s boss has the brains and common 
sense that he appears to have, he treats 
every one of these customers politely and 
squarely, puts up with the peculiarities of 
every one of them, whether he likes him 
or not, serves every one of these hundred 
bosses to the very best of his ability, just 
as Jim ought to serve his one boss. 

“But his customers are not the only 
bosses Jim’s boss has, by a long shot. Sup- 
pose Jim’s boss, like many another man, is 
doing business on insufficient capital. Then 
he has to borrow money to carry on his 
business, and every man that lends him is 
sure enough his boss, and he may be a 
hard boss, 

“Suppose trade is dull and Jim’s boss 
has to get out and hustle for business. 
Why, every man he meets is his boss, after 
a fashion, and many of these bosses turn 
Jim’s boss down in a way that wouldn’t 
please Jim a bit. 

“Jim’s boss may even find it hard some- 
times to get together the money to pay his 
help, Jim included, on Saturday night. 
Humph! Jim wants to be his own boss! 


He thinks if he was, he'd find life pleas- 
anter. He doesn’t know. 

“The fact is that no man in the world 
is ever his own boss completely, and it’s 
a good thing for many of us that we can’t 
be. Some of us, if we could, would be 
idlers, loafers, tramps, shunting off all re- 
sponsibility, doing as we pleased. Such 
may be restrained by the necessity of pro- 
viding for others; we can’t idle or loaf; 
but I tell Jim that you take the run of 
people, the great majority who work and 
who never think of doing anything but 
work, and there is not one of them but 
what has somebody over him, or a boss 
in the shape of the restraints of laws and 
customs. 

“No man can do as he pleases; no man 
can get so high but what he has something 
or somebody over him, Stop and think of

000,000 bosses scattered all over the coun- 
try, to say nothing about the few thousands 
or few hundreds or few score who are 
near enough to him so that they can make 
him hear, and who are continually holler- 
ing at him to do this or that or the other 
thing, 

“No, no man can ever be his own boss 
in the way that Jim is thinking about—free 
to do as he pleases. One thing a man can 
do, if he has got the stuff in him—he can, 
by the exercise of self-control, boss him- 
self; and the man who can do this is.a big 
man. But I suppose the man that comes 
nearest to being a real boss is the man 
that gives the best service.

Accoustic vASES. “Vases of earthen ware 
or more often of bronze, which in the thea- 
ters of antiquity served the purpose of 


strengthening the voices of the actors.”— 
Mollett. Vases for increasing the accoustic 
powers of public halls were evidently much 
used in medieval times, as they are being 
continually found in the walls of ancient 
buildings, 

AccrocHe (Fr.). “A term to express 
one heraldic charge or bearing hooked into 
another.’”’—Robson, 

ACETTA (Lat.).

AcINACES (Persian). “A straight pon- 
iard, resembling a short Roman sword, used 
by the Eastern nations of antiquity, espe- 
cially by the Medes, Persians and Scythians.

AporsEk, adorsed, adosse, adossed or en- 
dorsed. “When any two beasts, birds, fishes 
or other bearings are placed back to back.” 
—Robson. 

ADUMBRATED. “The shadow thrown by a 
charge.’”—Milbourne. 

AEDICULA, or cdicule. “A small house, 
temple, chapel, tabernacle or even shrine. 
Thus the name was given to a small wooden 
shrine, constructed to imitate the front of 
a temple, and in which were preserved the 
ancestors of the family, together with the 
Lares and tutelar divinities.”—Mollett. 

AgecicraNnes (Gr.). “A goat’s or ram’s 
head, employed as a decoration by ancient 
sculptors. It was used chiefly to adorn 
altars which were dedicated to rural divini- 
ties.”—Mollett. 

Ars. “A term used in antiquity to de-

Question No. 2251.—Drilling Giass and 
Cement for Meerschaum —Please give 
me some good way of drilling holes of 
various sizes in plate glass; also how to 
make a good cement for mending broken 
meerschaum pipes. D. G. 

ANSWER:—For drilling holes through 
plate glass, lenses or other flat glass it is 
best to use a drill in which a cutting point 
is produced with a diamond. But holes 
may be drilled with copper or brass tubing. 
Select a tube a little smaller than the hole 
desired, square the end and upset the edge 
a little so that the edge will be a little 
larger than the tube. Secure the tube in a 
chuck in the lathe, let revolve, hold against 
the glass and feed emery moistened with 
turpentine. To prevent splintering when 
the drill goes through, glue some strong 
pasteboard on the back of the glass. For 
mending meerschaum use finely powdered 
meerschaum chips mixed with white of egg, 
or if there be no meerschaum chips, then 
take caseine, dissolve in water glass, and 
stir in finely powdered magnesia. Use at 
once. This hardens very quickly. 

Question No, 2252.—Cracked Cut Glass 
Bottle.—4 highly prized cut glass decanter 
has been left with me to be repaired. The 
base of the decanter is cracked. How can 
Il mend this so the crack will be invisible? 

| ae 

ANSWER :—Glass bottles or decanters that 
are cracked can be mended with sodium 
silicate, or water glass. To make the crack 
invisible the decanter is warmed slowly, 
and then sealed with its own stopper. The 
water glass is then applied with a brush 
on the outside of the crack, and when the 
air cools inside the external pressure forces 
it into the crack. It will require six to 
eight hours for the water glass to harden. 

Question No. 2253.—Gilded Effect on 
Brass.—Caun you give me a formula for 
making a dip that will give a gilded effect 
on brass? I want to use it on brass jew- 
elry, dipping them after repairing so as to 
give them a gilded appearance without 
plating. G. E. 
ANSWER:—A good gilding dip for this 
purpose is prepared from strong sulphuric 
acid, two parts; water, one part; red fum- 
ing nitrous acid, one part. This should be 
stirred with a glass rod and prepared in the 
open air. This will produce a good gilding 
offect on brass, which should be protected 
with a coat of lacquer before it begins to 
tarnish. If something better is wanted— 
e.g., a gilding that contains some gold—use 
six pennyweights of chloride of gold, which 

must be dissolved in one quart of water. 
Add one pound potassium bicarbonate and 


boil for two hours. Immerse the articles 

in this for one minute. Before using the 

articles should be chemically clean. 

QuesTION No. 2254.—To Produce Fine 
Polish on Sterling.—How can I treat 
sterling silver so that it will have a fine 
polish? P. F. 

ANSWER :—To finish sterling silver so it 
will have a fine polished appearance, the 
articles are treated so.as to bring the silver 
to the surface, and when polished or bur- 
nished they will have a very rich effect. To 
accomplish this several methods are adopt- 
ed. One which is used by many finishers 
is as follows: Take the article when it is 
ready for the finishing, and paint it with 
a mixture of water, potash and charcoal 
dust. Then allow it to get partly dry. 
The article is next heated, cooled and 
boiled in a solution of sulphuric acid and 
water,,one to 10, in a large lead vessel. 
This operation is sometimes repeated three 
times, which will bring enough silver to the 
surface to produce a fine silver finish. Arti- 
cles which cannot be heated have a silver 
deposit plated on to give the surface the 
necessary silver. 

QueEsTIOon No, 2255.—Oxidized and Cop- 
pered Brass.—How can I give to brass 
an oxidized and antique copper effect for 
lamp shades? E. M. M. 

ANSWER:—To Oxidize Brass.—Powder 
salammoniac and moisten with distilled or 
rain water, and apply the paste to the metal 
and then rub dry with bran or whiting, or 
wash the brass with rock alum boiled in 
strong lye in proportion of one ounce to 
one pint. When dry, rub or brush with 
tripoli. Copper Finish on Brass.—Atticles 
to be given a royal copper color should be 
copper plated in the usual way and the 
pieces nicely polished, After the pieces 
have been thoroughly cleaned they are im- 
mersed for a few minutes in a solution 
composed of sulphate of copper, one-half 
pound, and salammoniac, one-half pound. 
Dissolve in one gallon of boiling water. 
After the solution has been filtered through 
cheese cloth it is ready for use, and after 
washing and drying the piece may be lightly 
buffed with rouge and alcohol. This is a 
very good way to produce an imitation of 
royal copper. 

QuestTIon No, 2256.—To Remove Oxide 
from Gold.—Please send me the best known 
formula for removing oxide from gold 
after hard-soldering. 6: 8..z. 

ANSWER :—We give the following pickle 
to remove oxide from articles that have 
been hard-soldered: Pickle is prepared by 
mixing one part of sulphuric acid and 20 
parts of water. To prevent the formation 





of an oxide on gold articles the use of an 
anti-oxidizer is recommended. The pickle 
coat on gold articles is easily removed by 
the stripping process. A solution for this 
purpose is made by dissolving two ounces 
of cyanide of potassium in a quart of water. 
Attach the article to be stripped to the posi- 
tive or anode wire of your yielding battery 
and a piece of copper to the negative wire, 
and immerse both in the solution, In a 
quarter or half an hour the fire coat will be 
removed, leaving the article, if 14-karat 
gold, a pale reddish color. This is easily 
brightened and polished on the rouge brush 
or buff. If the fire coat is not entirely re- 
moved a greenish cloud-like surface will 
manifest itself, and to remove this the arti- 
cle must be replaced in the solution. An- 
other method often used for removing fire 
coat is to heat the article to redness and 
then plunge it into alcohol. 


The Drilling of Whole Pearls. 





HIS must be undertaken with very 
great care, so that none of the strata 

of the pearl are cracked off or to prevent 
splitting by over-pressure or marring of the 
pearl by the drill slipping. It is best to 
employ for this purpose, says Journal der 
Goldschmiedekunst, a holding device for the 
pearls—a clamp-like arrangement of sheet 
brass, the upper end of which is provided 
with holes corresponding to the various

sizes of the pearls to be drilled, so that 
when the clamp is tightened the pearls are 
held firmly and cannot turn. The clamp- 
ing, however, must not be so tight as to 
injure the circumference of the pearl. 

Before setting the pearl in the clamp it 
must first be carefully examined so that the 
best side will show in front or at the top, 
the least attractive parts being chosen as 
the drilling point, and, as the illustration 
shows, being visible in the pearl clamp. 
The drilling may now be effected by means 
of a fine drill, set in a light drill stick, or, 
better still, a drill box is used, the entire 
drilling apparatus being held  sidewise 
against the board pin, At most, water may 
be used in drilling; the pearl drill should 
never be moistened with oil. Drilling with 
a sidewise disposed drill box is unques- 
tionably to be preferred to working with a 
drill stick, the weight of which may cause 
the splitting of the pearl.
